The steamer {San Nicolas, which left 
Manila flying the American flag, was 
compelled to ret nm by a Spanish gun­ 
boat, whose commander offered as a 
plea for his action that the crew oou- 
sistt*d of Filipinos who might smuggle 
contraband articles. 
I be San Nicolas altar reporting her 
experience sailed agalu, followed by 
the United States gunboat McGullocb. 
The insurgent schooner Mauriola en­ 
tered Manila harbor flying the iusnr- 
gent flag, which wa* promptly hauled 
down by the Americans. 
The British consul at Manila con­ 
vened a meeting of merchants to dis­ 
cuss the commercial deadlock. 
British 
capital b i .the amount of #,*00,000,000 
has been lying here idle for six months, 
In the existing conditions business 
relations with the provinces have been 
in many cases entirely suspended. 
The 
meeting resolved to make an urgent ap­ 
peal to the British government to en­ 
deavor to hasten a settlement of pend­ 
ing issues. 
The attitude of the insurgent troops 
has become very menacing. Their sup­ 
plies are growing scare* aud they are 
becoming desperate.

Havana, Oct. 24.—The Cuban gen­ 
eral, Bego, has arrived at Havana from 
Puerto Principe, and is preaching in 
the Havana cafes and the insurgents1 
camps near the city a holy war against 
the Americans. 
He has interviewed 
many of the leaders of the Cubans and 
has urged the carrying on of 
war 
against Americans if independence is 
not at once granted to Cuba. 
The Coban colonel, Torriente, has 
also arrived at Havana from the east 
aud is carrying on a stroug campaign 
against tile Americana 
aud Caiixto 
Garcia, whom he professes to look upon 
as a traitor to tho Cubans and as bribed 
by American gold. 
A secret circular has been sent to tho 
presidents of aU the Cuban patriotic 
committees denouncing a large number 
of Cubans who are looked upon as trai­ 
tors to the cause of Cubau independence 
and are charged with being attached to 
the Americans. 
The circular recom­ 
mends a vigorous contest against not 
only Spanish residents, but against 
Americans as well, “ who are endeavor­ 
ing to steal the Cubaus’ victory.” 
Colonel Cervera, the Spanish military 
governor of Mariauao, pays daily visits 
to the insurgent camps in his district, 
advising the Cubaus not to surrender 
their arms aud to make resistance until 
the independence of the island is de­ 
clared.

The Columbia Encaustic Tile com 
pany at Auderson is another large con 
cern that typifies the prosperity of the 
times. 
Harry Haugh, speaking for the 
company, said: "For the last six months 
the company has been 30 days behind 
in its orders. Our advices from the east, 
where most of our goods are sold, indi­ 
cate a very large demand in the future, 
especially for the finer grades. 
This de­ 
mand therefore indicates a return of 
that feeling of confidence that causes 
men of means to make permanent in­ 
vestm ents.” 
W. N. Durbin, manager of the An­ 
derson foundry aud machiue works, 
said: 
"Business now is the best we 
have experienced in four years, 
We 
work on orders only, aud can scarcely 
keep pace with our orders.”
